by those who love their country: What 
does it mean? The people have been 
looking forward to the time when Con- 
gress would declare a policy respecting 
the present and future of the Philip- 
pines, that the people could pass npou 
at the approaching election. 
The 


judgment of tbe people has been 
largely deferred until Congress would 
deol.ire a policy respecting the action 
of the United Stutea government to- 
ward tbe Filipinos. 


Tbe Philippine question 
includes 


our action toward a branch of the 
human family who have been brought 
under our care by tbe fortunes of war 
and twenty millions of dollars. The 
people, through their representatives 
in Congress, had every confidence that 
a policy would be given to the country 
that would relieve tbe 
impression 


made because of the course of the ad- 
ministration that imperialism bad be- 
came a part of our system. 


The moro patriotic were fully per- 


suaded that tbe blot of imperialism 
would be removed by giving to the 
country a liberal and ha mane policy 
for the government of these unfortu- 
nate people, who aspire to freedom 
and self government, after the ex- 
ample of those who it now seems may 
become their tyrant and oppressor. 
The present and future polity of a 
majority in Congress as given out will 
not aid tbe humane to form a judg- 
ment regarding the future of the 
Filipinos under government by the 
republican party and President Me- 
Kmley. 


It is given out at Washington that 


the President represents the depart- 
ment of government that should have 
jurisdiction over Philippine matters 
during a state of war, and because of 
that fact in government policy no 
legislation should be made that would 
In any particular interfere with the 
policy of the chief executive until the 
Filipino people are conquered, which 
Is a new term given to our relation 
with tbe Filipinos and their country. 
We have became conquering Romans 
who may put the old Roman world to 8j,jei 
Bbume by our course toward a weak 
people. 


The Romans gave citizenship to those 


they had conquered, but citizenship 
will be deuied tbe Filipinos when they 
are conquered. There has been fight- 
ing ground upon whioh those who 
deprecated the charge of imperialism 
could stand, until it was declared that 
no policy would be given to the coun- 
try by Congress, because such action 
would interfere with tbe policy of the 
President. 


It became necessary during the va- 


cation that tbe President should direct 
matters at the Philippines under a 
declared and humane policy. But BO 
declaration of policy was made by him 
and the oouutry was inclinod to over- 
look a failure by the President to de- 
clare a policy, believing it to be more 
the duty of Congress, to give a policy 
to the country that would declare tbe 
purpose of tho government regarding 
the Filipinos. 


Slionll the Republican -party con- 


tinue to puraue u system that lepre- 
renta one man in the prosecution of a 
wa. th>it Is feiveu the character ol 
uo;.quest in lue term "joiiquer," it 
will be committed to imperialism as 
fully at it is possible to do without 
giving to the oouutry an outlined form 
of imperialism in tbe person of an 
emperor. 
There may be a political 


cause for denying to tho country a 
declared 
policy on the Philippine 


question which, if given, would admit 
of a direct assault to the detriment of 
a reelection of tbe political figure bead 
of the imperialists who represent the 
ruling monied interests of the country, 
wbiah interests make up tbe only con- 
siderations entitled to respect by Pres- 
ident McKmley, 


Whatever may be the cause it will 


not change tbe effect upon tbe country 
that will Sow from imperialism when 
represented by an imperial policy of 
one man power. There should be no 
question about tho cause that gives its 
influence to the imperial policy of the 
Republican party. The object of its 
leaders is to avoid tbe 3ouaequenoe of 
a declared policy upon the most im- 
portant question that has been pre- 
sented to the people, because it in- 
olcdes a declaration for or against free 
government 
upon the earth, which 


declaration 
by Congress would be 


against freedom and self government, 
and will be whenever it ia made by tbe 
party respecting Filipino government. 


Such la the tendency of tbe party as 


represented by its action upon ques- 


1VE® 


tlooi before the country for adjust- 
ment that an Imperial policy npon the 
European slave system of government 
would of a necessity be made, wblob Is 
deemed to be impolitic at present. 
Should it be that Congress fails to 
make and give to the country a policy 
respecting the future of the Filipino! 
in matters of government it will be 
conclusive upon the fact that the lead- 
era have concluded that the party re- 
quires more education in Imperialism 
which it will in due time accept under 
a sugar coating called progress. 


HOURS AND BRITISH. 


The war on the Tugela to relieve 


Ladyarnitb continues. Bullsr made 
three attempts to storm the Boer posi- 
tion, and failed to carry a point. The 
British forces were driven back at each 
attempt. The heaviest artillery work 
of the war was done on Monday and 
Tuesday by the British, which was not 
replied to by the Boers.

COOKERY IN BOLIVIA. 


rhe National Dl»h, Chvpe, and-Hovt 


I* 1» Prepare*. 


The stoves of the Bolivian Indian* 


are curious things. A hole Is dug Ut 
the ground about 18 inches deep and A 
foot square, and over this is built a 
roof of clay with holes of different 
sizes to receive the various cooking 
pots. Roasting Is done on spits pass- 
ed through the holes, so that the meat 
comes out very much smoked unless 
Brent care Is taken to hare only live 
coals at the bottom of the oven. 


The national dish and the common 


food of the masses is "chnpe," a sort 
of first cousin to the Irish stew. It 18 
a conglomerate, composed of Irregular 
constituents from the animal and vege- 
table kingdoms, a mess of mutton and 
liuch other meats as are available; 
chicken, fish, fruits, potatoes, carrots, 
barley, corn, rice, onions, yams, etc., 
chopped up, highly seasoned with pep- 
pers and herbs and stewed to a con- 
sistency of porridge. What happens 
to be left from one meal simmers in 
the pot until the next. If the flre goes 
ont, tho "chupe" Is allowed to cool, 
but it is warmed up again and a new 
supply of the ingredients added to the 
water logged and greasy stuff for the 
next meal. 


In the cities, at the hotels and res- 


taurants where there are French or 
Swiss cooks, the "chupe" is savory and 
palatable, but the farther you go from 
tho centers of civilization the worse It 
gets. One eats it at first under pro- 
test, then from necessity and only to 
escape starvation, but finally the stom- 
ach rebels, and you limit your diet to 
boiled eggs and fruit, which are usual- 
ly to be obtained, but the experienced 
traveler always takes canned meat and 
bread with him.—Sucre ("Bolivia) Let- 
ter to Chicago Record.
